Is A Putter's Delight 

Another amusement enterprise, 
unique so far as this immediate vi- 
cinity Is concerned, will be opened 
to the lovers of the "gran' auld gyme" 
of Scotland Saturday when the Little 
Tom golf course at Channel lake Is 
opened for play. 

On a block of ground Just west of 
the Smith hotel tho Smith family, 
two brothers and three nephews, 
have built a miniature course that 
will test the skill of any golfer who 
is proud of his putter strokes. 

Patterned after the miniature 
courses that have sprung into great 
popularity among the Florida winter 
resorts, the Little Tom course offers 
almost every tost of a golfer's skill 
with his putting Irons that can -be 
made. Among the 18 holes are dog- 
leg holes, holes with water hazards, 
holes requiring carom shots off the 
bunkers, holes with Band traps, holes 
where one-third the shot Is through 
a hollow log. Several holes require 
shots of such accruacy as to pass 
Into four Inch tiles. Indeed, if the 
golf devotee, no matter how much 
he loves his game, doesn't find him- 
self cussing Old Man Par, which is 
45 for the course, before he gets 
through, he will be a man of heaven- 
ly patience. And It will be a world 
of fun for the non-golfer to show just 
how easy It Is to be a golfer If one 
wants to be. 

Shrubbery and flowers surround 
the course, while flower beds dot the 
open spaces, and a 100-watt lamp 
lights each hole for night playing. 
The sod, though transplanted this 
spring, is growing nicely. Altogeth- 
er Smith's Little Tom golf course, as 
Illustrated elsewhere among the ad- 
vertisements, Is a pleasant spot.

Limitation of parking time In the 
bU8ineas district and employment, of 
a full-time police officer for the com- 
ing year was voted by the village 
board in its special session Tuesday 
evening. 

Ordinances will be drawn at once 
by the village attorney and submit- 
ted to the board for approval. If ap- 
proved, and there is no reason to be- 
lieve the board will change Its mind 
in the matter unless unusually strong 
representations of disapproval are 
registered, the ordinances will then 
go Into effect as soon as they can be 
published. 
One Hour Only on Main and Lake 
The denial of unllmltlng parking 
time affects Moln street from Park 
to Orchard avenues and Lake street 
from Victoria avenue to Main street. 
The limit for parking, If the vote Is 
translated Into an ordinance, will be 
one hour. Only one block Is affected 
on Lake Btreet, that from the First 
National bank to the Tronson Studio 
corner. On Main street the stretch 
affected extends from Just south of 
The News office to Wentworth's Cup- 
board. 

The idea underlying the action of 
the council Is that with the influx of 
cottagers and vacationists within a 
few weeks, parking space within the 
retail district will be at a premium, 
even under the most favorable cir- 
cumstances, and those who come 
early or have business places on the 
principal streets should not be al- 
lowed to "hog" the parking space to 
the Inconvenience of others. 

Favor Uniformed Policeman 
The employment of a full-time 
officer for the summer period took 
form in. a*motion that John Brogan 
be employed at a salary of $140 per 
month. After the summer season 
passes Mr. Brogan will devote what- 
ever time is necessary to assisting 
Marshal Simon Slmonsen In his 
work- Mr. Slmonsen will have 
charge of all street, alley, sewer and 
water work, but will also be avail- 
able for police duty on special occas- 
ions. 

The board recognized the need for 
a uniformed full-time police officer 
during the summer season, especial- 
ly with reference to traffic problems. 
Including the enforcement of tho 
proposed one-hour parking law on 
Main and Lake streets. The hiring 
of Mr. Brogan will fill this need, 
board members declared. 
Salary to be Saved from "Extras" 
With village finances showing no 
surpluses in the past, the board felt, 
however, that certain occasional 
laborers could be dispensed with and 
the money thus saved would be suf- 
ficient to meet the salary of an addi- 
tional village marshal, which will be 
Brogan's official title. 

It was pointed out to a News re- 
porter that extra labor for street 
work averages something like $50 
per month, that $16 per quarter Is 
paid a man for reading water meters, ( 
that $3 a month has been paid for an % 
Inspection of the septic tank, and 
that $125 Is paid once or twice a year 
for cleaning out the catch basins in 
the village sewerage. The hiring of 
a second village marshal will obviate 
the necessity of spending these var- 
ious sums, so it is said, and the 
money thus saved will aggregate a 
total sufficient to meet the yearly 
salary of the second marahal.

In direct defiance of this Illinois 
statute, Antioch officials neglected to 
publish a financial statement last 
year: Antioch township has pre- 
sumably complied with it by publish- 
ing a very brief summarized state- 
ment that means nothing, neglecting 
to publish the "name of each In- 
dividual •• on what account paid, 
and the amount," also the "Items, 
particulars, and details" were com- 
pletely ignored. There is no law in 
Illinois authorizing a summarized 
statement of the supervisor, and the 
practice as "followed In Waukegan" 
is no good at all, and, furthermore, 
here's the penalty for neglect of 
duty: III. Revised statutes, Chap. 
102, sec. 10: "Any public officer, sub- 
ject to the provisions of this act, 
falling, neglecting or refusing to dis- 
charge any duty Imposed upon him 
by this Act shall be deemed guilty of \ 
a misdemeanor and upon conviction 



thereof shall be fined in any sum • • 
• * • * * not more than five hundred 
dollars or Imprisonment In* the coun- 
ty jail not longer than one year, or be 
punished by both such fine and Im- 
prisonment at the discretion of the 
court." There It Is — take it or .leave 
it. Any taxpayer or citizen In the 
municipality would be acting whol- 
ly within his rights by causing 
charges to be brought against any 
officer neglecting to comply with the 
Illinois law by neglecting to have pub- 
lished a complete, Itemized statement. 
What are the tax-payers going to do 
about it, continue to pay more taxes 
than ever before, and pay blindly, or 
will they demand the 'break' they 
are entitled to by Insisting upon see- 
ing the published statements of 
receipts and expenditures?

dition. That's good news, coming 
right at the time when many people 
thought the sheriff was about to hang 
the padlock on the "hub of the lake 
region." No wheel can turn with a 
padlock on the hub. 

Every game, business or otherwise, 
has its own code of ethics peculiar 
to it. No one ever heard of a bank 
robber, stickup man or a sneak thief 
telling the world how he spends 
the money, he gets from the prac- 
tice of his racket. But when you 
put your hard earned jack Into hon- 
est business channels you want to 
know, and have a right to know, just 
what you are getting in exchange for 
your money, whether the cash out- 
lay befor a bag of potatoes, a pair 
of shoes, or just plain old American 
taxes to carry on the municipal, state 
and federal government. There Is a 
statute in Illinois requiring the pub- 
lication of statements from those who 
handle public funds, a law that has 
been grossly disregarded In Antloch: 
* * * 

Here's the law: 

(Sec. 1.) 

Be it enacted by the People of the 
State of Illinois, represented in the 
General Assembly: Each public of- 
ficer, other than a state officer, who, 
by virtue of his office received for 
disbursement and disburses public 
lunds in the discharge of govern- 
mental or municipal debts and liabil- 
ities, shall, at the expiration of each 
flBcal year, prepare a statement: 

(1) Of all moneys received and 
from what sources received, giving 
items, particulars and details: 

(2) Of all moneys paid out, giving 
the name of each individual to whom 
paid, on what account paid, and the 

amount. .'.-./ - ■ ■■. 

Such statement shall be subscribed 
and sworn -to by the public officer 
making such statement, and,, within 
thirty .days .after the expiration ot 
such fiscal year shall be filed in the 
office of the county clerk ot the coun-

Reply. Never go to bed with- 
out applying plenty of tissue 
cream or skin food all around 
your eyes.- This cream will be 
absorbed during the night, and 
will help the oil glands in your 
skin to perform their natural 
function of keeping your skin 
soft and lubricated. Nothing 
shows age so quickly as this dricd- 
up condition. of the eyelids, and 
nothing is so easy to prevent if 
you will use tissue cream or skin 
food every night. 

M. R. P. inquires: "What can I 
do about my elbows? They are 
becoming rough and hard." 

Reply: Brush your elbows with 
a firm but not too stiff hand brush 
when you bathe. This will rc- 
' move the little hardened bits of 
skin that tend to form. Every 
night put a bit. of skin food or 



tissue cream into the palms of 
your hands and rub it into your 
elbows. This will keep your skin 
soft and smooth. Then, before 
going out in the evening apply 
powder lotion to your elbows. 

T. D. S. writes: "My skin is 
very dry, and I am afraid that 
frequent bathing, especially dur- 
ing cool weather, will take too 
much oil out of my skin."

Rub through a strainer one 
cup of fresh green peas which 
have been boiled in salted and 
slightly sweetened water for 
twenty-five minutes. Add this 
puree to the potage. Pass tho 
whole through a tammy, or very 
fine sieve. Reheat. Just before 
serving add one teaspoon of 
melted butter, two tablespoons 
of thin cream and two teaspoons 
ot sugar. . Servo with small 
croutons fried In butter, or but- 
tered and browned In the oven. 

Creme Washington (Corn 
Cream) — 4 portions — Melt two 
tablespoons* of butter and stir in 
two tablespoons of rice flour or 
• cornstarch. Add slowly one can 
of corn. Stir carefully while it 
cornea to a boll*. Pass through 
a tammy or fine wire sieve. Add 
one cup of milk and reheat. Just 
before serving add one teaspoon 
of sugar and three tablespoons of 
heavy cream.

Tho Wandering Jew 

THEKR la little mystery to tho story 
of the "Wandering Jew," so far as 
the personage himself Is concerned, 
but there Is a deep and as yet un- 
solved mystery about tho origin ot 
this legend, dealing, according to tho 
Jewish encyclopedia, with a shoe- 
maker who, taunting JestiB on the road 
to Golgotha, was told by Mm to 'Go 
on forever till I return"-or. accord: 
Ing to the more populur version, 'lur- 
ry thou till I come." 

No one seems to know Just how 
this story started. So fur us can bo 
learned, the legend first appeared In 
a pamphlet of four leaves printed ut 
l.eyden In 1002 by Clirlstoff Crutzer. 
but no printer of that name has ever 
been located and the real place and 
printer cannot now be ascertained. 
The legend Bprend quickly throughout 
Germany, no less than six different 
editions of the pamphlet appearing 
during tho year 1002 and forty were 
extant In Germany before the end 
of the Eighteenth century, while tho 
story made Its way Into England in 
1025, und to other European coun- 
tries about tho Bumo time, eventually 
forming the basis of a number of 
novels nnd other Imaginative works 
based upon the same Idea. 

According to Detainer, one of the 
recognized authorities 'upon subjects 
of this kind, the legend Is founded on 
tho words given In Matthew 10:23. 
which are quoted In the earliest Ger- 
man pamphlets of 1002. Another ver- 
sion of the legend declares that the 
attendant Malchus, whose ear was cut 
olT by Peter In the garden of Gethse- 
nume. wus condemned to wander over 
the face of the earth until the second 
coming of Christ. 

The action of Malchus Is associated 
by several biblical commentators with 
the scolllng nt Jesus and an actual 
predecessor of the wandering Jew is 
recorded In the "Flores Hlstorlanim,' 
by Itoger of Wendover, In 122S. Hero 
it Is stated that an Armenian bishop, 
then visiting In England, was asked 
by the monks of St. Albans about 
the celebrated Joseph of Arlmathcu, 
who hnd spoken to Jesus nnd who 
was popularly supposed still to be 
alive. The archbishop declared that 
he had himself seen him In Armenia 
and that his name wus Curtuphllus. 
Moncure D. Conway attempts to con- 
nect the legend with those of other 
"Immortals"— King Arthur. Frederick 
Darburossa. Don Sebastian of Port- 
ugal, Thomas the Rhymer and even 
Itip Van Winkle, claiming that nil 
nro founded on the same belief In the 
immortality of certain prominent per- 
soiiages, some of whom are notable 
for their praiseworthy exploits und 
others for crimes which they must ex- 
plale by centuries of bodily suffering. 
Numbers of persons have presented 
themselves us the "Wandering Jew' 
and have gathered varying numbers 
of believers In their statements during 
the past three centuries— the most 
notable of these being Count Cngllo- 
stro, the Uallun Impostor who stopped 
at nothing In order to attain his ends. 
In 1M2 a man appeared In Hamburg, 
Germany, who declared that ho had 
been present during tho passion of 
Christ and that since that time he had 
wandered through many countries nnd 
over many lands, as a penance for 
his voluntary participation In the drag- 
ging of Jesus before Pilate. 

Another man. representing himself 
to be the same character, appeared In 
the Netherlands In 1575. arriving at 
Btrassburga few 'years later and. pre- 
senting himself before the magistrates, 
Informed them that he had visited 
their city two centuries before, which 
Is said to be proved to be true by ■" ref- 
erence to the registers of the town, 
wherein tho strnngor pointed out an 
entry about himself and. also called 
attention to nnmes which he mentioned 
before they were shown *to him " 

Tim "Wandering Jew" was next 
henrd of In' tho West Indies and, in 
1004, he made his appearance in 
France, where he caused a consider- 
able sensation. On April 22, 1774, the 
Wanderer, or an Individual who im- 
personated him. appeared In Brussels 
under tho name ot Isaac Laqucdem 
and only a few yenrs ago another 
clalmunt to the title made himself 
known In central Germany— but not 
one of these surrounded himself with 
the atmosphere and apparent sincerity 
of Cagliostro, . a confessed ImpoBter, 
who had so grounded himself In his- 
tory and langunges as to ho able to 
speak with apparent authority about 
every event of importance which hnd 
taken plnce since tho beginning ot

They remained In Lithuania 
Intermarried with the native worn- 
en, but did not give up their Moslem 
fultli and customs. 

United with the remnants of the 
Tatar troops lent by the grand khan 
to the Lithuanian grand duke, most 
of whom fell In the wars with 'he 
Teutonic knights, these faithful fol- 
lowers of Mahomet planted the ban- 
ner of the crescent In these northern 
regions nnd their descendants have 
kept It (lying right down to today. 

In connection with the solemn cele- 
bration this year in all Lithuania of 
tho 500th anniversary of the death 
of Vytautas the Great, the League 
of Lithuanian Tatars recently held 
a meeting In Kovno (Kaunas) and 
decided to build a ccntrul mosque In 
tho capit al city.

SPAIN is once again in tho world s 
news because of Its change of 
dictators, but It Is chiefly tho 
Spain of Madrid and the well 
benten path between tho easily ac- 
cessible cities, that most tourists trav- 
el. Most travelers have their first ex- 
perience with the Spanish carablnero 
either nt the customhouse of Irun, 
south of Biarritz, or at Port Bou, on 
tho Mediterranean side. Then they 
hnstcn to San Scbnstlan, on one end 
of the Pyrenees, or to Barcelona, on 
the other, and after a brief stay, pro- 
ceed to Madrid. Later, if thero is 
time, to Toledo, nnd . southward to 
Seville and Grannda. 

Thus merely the high spots are 
touched, while the unlimited benuty 
-nnd Interest of Spain lying along tho 
bypaths remain scarcely known— nnd 
are still waiting to delight tho ven- 
turesome traveler. 

In seeking little-known Spain one 
of the best plnces to start the quest 
Is on the Spanish Itlvlera, along tho 
Mediterranean const from Gibraltar to 
Almerla. The center of this district 
is the seaport of Malaga, a city of 
150,000 Inhabitants, surrounded by a 
semicircle of mountnlns which .forms 
a natural rampart against the cold 
from the north and gives to this de- 
lightful spot a mildness of winter 
climate unequaled in all Europe. 

As a general" description of Malaga 
today, one need employ only threo 
words-: clean, modern, charming. Polite 
trafllc ofllcers— perhaps one should say 
••bobbles," because they nre dressed 
In neat uniforms of British pattern- 
direct the stream of automobiles Just 
as they do In London. There are broad 
avenues, lovely villas, and well-kept 
parks; In which an endless variety 
of bright flowers Is always In bloom. 

Indeed, this Andnluslan city, nestling 
on tho blue* Mediterranean, has am- 
bition nnd Is exerting effort toward 
Its accomplishment— to attract the 
tourists, or at leost some of them, who 
have grown tired of returning year 
after year to the French Itlvlera. 
In the Market Place. 
One center of Interest la the market 
place, a large covered building built 
nround a picturesque .Moorish arch 
which serves as its entrance. Thero 
are aisles of stalls devoted to meat, 
fish, vegetables, and fruit; but the 
market has overflowed Its banks and 
now extends out into the adjoining 
streets, where In open nlr there are 
rows of fruit and vegetable stalls in 
charge of peasant men and women. 

Apart from the fruit stalls Is a 
stand selling earthen water Jugs, or 
various sizes, arranged along tho side- 
wnlk. These are open at the neck-, 
but hnve a tiny spout In tho side. The 
peasants drink by holding the Jug 
well above their heads and lotting the 
tiny stream of water fall Into their 
open mouths. A novice at this method 
has considerable difficulty not onl> 
with the aim, but also with swallow- 
ing against the steady stream of liquid. 
The crescent of mountains which 
surrounds Malaga is about 00 miles 
from point to point and is formed of 
tlve ranges. They still bear ^rQiialnt 
Moorish names: Sierra do MUna, Ster- 
ra do AbdalaglB, Sierra de Albania, 
Sierra do Tejeda, nnd the Sierra de 
Alraljara which drops suddenly into 
tho sea near Almunecar. 

Tho old word "sierra" means, n 
Spanish, a "saw." and it is vividly 
descriptive of ■these irregular saw- 
tooth mountain lines along the sky. 
Bach range is in itself cut and scarred 
Into lagged peaks nnd precipitous 
chasms, the tops being of barren and 
forbidding rock. Then, lower down, 
Is a covering of palmetto grass, thick- 
ly interspersed with aromatic herbs—

mosphere, it stnnds out clearly against 
the deep, cloudless sky. The topB of 
the nearer ranges take on deeper hues 
• of blue and purple of startling beauty, 
and the foreground has Its splashes 
of brilliant yellow, green, and orange 
In the sunshine. 

As If still not satisfied with this 
lavish rainbow of bright colors, Na- 
ture has painted the cultivated soil a 
deep, rich Venetian red; bo that even 
tho ground work in this Andaluslan 
land takes on a beauty and Interest all 

its own. 

Artists who see this lovely country 
for tho ilrst time exclaim that every- 
thing Is ••pnlntable"— every treo, every 
v building, every mountain top. 

The same Is true of many of the 
lesser-known provinces of Spain, 
though each has its own strong prov- 
incial Individuality, not only of land- 
scape, but also in facial types and 
coloring, quaint Old World costumes, 
nnd even In tho different trappings 
with which horses, mules, donkeys, 
and the huge bullocks are decked out. 
Malaga has a daily paper, La Union 
MercantU, of which in nil Justice it 
may be exceedingly proud. A large 
"double-deck" press of French make 
turns out its 12 to 10 pages every 
day. In the composing room four lino- 
types click busily all night long. Mod- 
ernity in the extreme Is the keynote 
of its production; yet in every issue 
there is a quarter column headed "On 
This Same Date." Thereunder appear 
Items that have happened In the prov- 
Inco on the date of Issue, but In prev- 
ious years. Generally, there are six or 
eight years picked at random by the 
well-informed chronologist, but often 
these go back before the discovery of 
America and refer to family names 
still existing in the city 1 

One reads In quite a matter-of-fact 
way:

And these little pictures themselves, 
sometimes gay, but more often grave, 
bring tho distant centuries, with their 
odd customs nnd strange superstitions 
very near to us. The narrow streets 
in Malaga's" center which one passes 
every day are mentioned time ana 
again. 

Where Phoenicians Lived. 
In the very center of the city is the 
Gibrnlfaro, a miniature mountain, 
which rises straight out of Malaga s 
principal streets to a height of 500 
feet. Halfway up the approach Is the 
Alcazaba, which was the site of the 
original Phoenician settlement. it 
passed through the hands of Romans, 
Visigoths, and Moors, the latter cap- 
turing it in tho year 711. They made 
this vantage spot half palace and half 
citadel, and.lt wns.not until August 
18 1487, that the Spanish standard 
was down over its battlements. The 
Alcazaba was one of tho very last or 
the Moorish Btrongholds on European 

solL 

Today there are a few tortuous 
streets, Bteep and narrow, leading be- 
tween old houses, many In ruins, and 
a group of gypsy huts. At one or two 
places tho streets p'oss through arch- 
ways with the houses built over them. 
Formerly this part of Malaga, which 
Is tho most ptcturesque and Interest- 
ing, was so dirty and tho gypsies so 
menacing In their demands for "One 
penny, please," that tourists were ad- 
vised to leave It out of their Itinerary. 
Now it has been cleaned up to some 
extent and tho Inhabitants are less Im- 
portunate. 

In Malaga, as elsewhcro in Spain, 
ono sees many apprentice boys of 
twelve to fourteen years. Every plumb- 
er, carpenter, and electrician has a 
■mail. boy to carry his tools and help 
with the Job. 

In many cases taxi drivers have a 
boy to do the cranking and other 
onerous tasks. The hairdresser's boy 
accompanies him to the house, carry- 
ing a little bag, and sits on the Bteps 
while Madame Is being marcelled. In 
fact, even for the ordinary civilian, to 
carry a small parcel of any sort Is 
not nulto the proper thing. A boy 
should tag along behind, bearing the 
burden, however vax^M
